City men are taking a more hopeful view of 
the outlook generally. Considerable import: 
ance is attached to the advance in certain 
important commodities in America, a move- 
ment that is the chief basis of the recovery in 
Wall Street. The latest statement of Senator 
Borah encourages a hope that in due course a 
favourable solution will be reached of the twin 
problems of war debts and reparation pay- 
ments, the way for which was paved by the 
decision reached at Lausanne. Should this 
hope be realised there is little doubt that 
world recovery would be greatly assisted. Fail- 
irt a solution of the problem it might be 
necessary to contemplate an autumn Budget 
in this country. Nevertheless, the feeling is 
more confident that in the not distant future 
it will be possible to lighten the burden of 
taxation here, and, without belittling the im- 
portance of cheap credit, most industrialists 
probably hold that a development which 
would lead to an appreciable reduction in 
production costs is more important than the 
ability to borrow money cheaply. 


NATIONAL SAVINGS. 


Reduced taxation may come partly from 
economies in ordinary expenditure and partly 
from the saving in the annual debt charge 
through the conversion of 5 per cent. War 
Loan and the very low cost of borrowing on 
Treasury Bills. Vor the first year, of course, 
the saving by debt conversion will be largely 
off-set by the expense of the operation, 
especially the £1 per cent. bonus and the 
commission paid to banks and other agents. 
The saving in the War Loan interest charge, 
however, will be permanent, and if the period 
of easy money is prolonged the benefit to the 
tovernment in financing the floating debt will 
be very considerable. It is at least some- 
thing that the pessimistic views expressed 


| some time ago have now given place to a 


measure of optimism. Even if this optimism 
is not fully justified yet hy the position, it is 


| not a bad thing that it has been encouraged. 


DEBT CONVERSION 
ACHIEVEMENT. 


If on no other grounds the optimism is 
justified by the remarkable achievement of 
the Government in replacing the bulk of a 
£2,000,000,000 Five per cent. Loan by one 
bearing 54 per cent interest. The War Loan 
cenversion was the greatest operation of its 
kind ever attemp in history, and the 
faith and courage of the Government 
have been fully justified, while the 
response of the public to the appeal was 
dictated by the same motives that induced 
the community to accept an increased burden 


| of taxation when that policy was necessary 


in the interests of the country. In this busi- 
ness, Great Britain has again given a lead 
to other nations, following upon the proper 
balancing of the Budget and the enunciation 
of the only sane policy regarding war debts 
and reparations. 


THE AMERICAN REVIVAL. 
Undoubtedly, the outstanding feature ol 
last week was the great improvement in 
Transatlantic shares. The development may 
be significant, for more than one economist 
has expressed the opinion that world recevery 
will start in America. It may prove that 
the present revival is a mere flash in the 
pan, but it is justified. Previously guota- 
tions had fallen to an unusually low levei-- 
probably one that undervalued  intrnsic 
merits, so far as they can be judged on this 
side. It followed, therefore, that; in ihe 
event of a lift in the cloud of depression, 
quotations would rise sharply in response to 
buying orders based on the confident belief 
that the worst phase of adversity had teen 
passed. The ‘se in American securities is of 
more interest to New York than te London, 
of course, but it is understood that operators 
on this side are largely interested m the 
movement, attracted by the possibinty of 
quickly, reaping substantial profits, Earlier 
in the year Yntsenedlonsl Nickels were quoted 
at about $5.

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The Linen Trade. 

Reports from the North tell of better 
conditions at last in the linen trade, and 
there seems to be a growing confidence 
that a definite revival will take place in 
the autumn. Whether. or not. such 
uptimism will be justified by the event 
remains to be seen, but at least these 
«anguine hopes are not without some foun- 
dation. Im the first place, American 
bankers indicate that the worst of the de- 
pression on the other side of the Atlantic 
may be passed, and, undoubtedly, there 
has been a greater demand lately for 
United States securities ; secondly, better 
things are expected from the Colonial 


| trade, and especially from Canada, which, 


from the point of view of population, offers 
the biggest market for the linen trade's 
productions. Until March last year the 
Dominion admitted about 27 per cent. «I 
the imports from Britain free of Customs 
duty. The financial crisis, however, 
caused a departure from this accommodat- 
ing attitude, with the result . that the 
tariffs on certain lines of goods to-day are 
nearly prohibitive. Similar difficulties 
have been experienced with Australia and 
the Union of South Africa, which latter 
country, in some cases, gives no imperial 
preference at all. That. some adjustment 
of these tariff barriers agreeable to the 
linen trade will be secured at Ottawa now 
appears to be assured. Already orders 
from Australia and New Zealand’ are in 
excess of last year’s average, while, in 
spite of many inhibiting duties, the South 
Africans, owing to the favourable rate of 
exchange, are able to buy at prices attrac- 
tive to themselves. Yet a real revival 
scarcely can happen unless the North’s 
hopes of the United States market are ful- 
filled; and here everything must depend 
unon that country’s own return to pros- 
perity. Irish linens enjoy the highest re- 
putation in America, and have little or 
nothing to fear from open competition. 
Indeed, their recent attempts to conquer 
new fields in the southern portion of the 
American Continént have been most con- 
spicuous. Brazil, for instance, whose 
imports in June, 1931, amounted only to 
£2,807, purchased more than £10,000 worth 
of Irish linen.in the same month this 
year. Though the volume still is small, 
such figures are most encouraging, and 
hold great promise of what may befall 
when the world once more.gets on to its 
financial feet. In the meanwhile manu- 
facturers are beginning to adopt a rather 
more enterprising outlook in regard to 
their future requirements, and are thought 
to be covering their needs for the next few 
months, Probably, their decision is wise ; 
for, though hitherto the cost of flax and 
yarns “has shown little change; quota- 
tions remain strongly firm, and may be 
expected to rise sharply at an increased 
demand.

Handicaps. 


On Friday Jast the Advisory Committee 
of the Royal and Ancient Club, assembled 
in solemn conclave at Troon, made a de- 
cision which will cause consternation in 
every club-house in the British Isles.

In a match between 
amateurs and professionals on the Mid- 
Surrey course recently, the drives of the 
amateurs were measured, and found to 
give an average of a little less than 217 
yards.. The figure indicated that the 
average carry..of scratch. players had in- 
creased since the standard scores for all 
courses were devised four or five years ago, 
and with this knowledge the Moyal and 
Ancient Club embarked upon its fell 
design. A further test was made at the 
international matches last week. On this 
occasion the players were not aware that 
their driving was of such particular in- 
terest to the arbiters of golt, and, in all 
innocence, they produced un average drive 
of over 214 yards. It is to be feared that

| first meeting which that body held since 


Parliament rose nearly a month ago. The 
situation in Ireland and the pronounce- 
ment of the Senate could not have failed 
to engage the earnest attention of last 
Thursday's Cabinet Rk a and it is a 
fair inference that Sir John Simon was 
authorised. then to declare publicy that 
the British Government still holds open 
the door for arbitration before an Empire 
tribunal, or for negotiation. Sir Thomas 
Inskip, the Attorney-General, used very 
similar language in his speech last week 
at Stranraer, but he has not the authority 
of Cabinet rank behind him. It must be 
accepted, therefore, that the Foreign Sec- 
retary was charged by Mr. Macdonald and 
these other Ministers who were at the 
Cabinet meeting to reiterate Mr. Thomas's 
offer to the Free State Government, and 
to make clear that anything which may 
have happened in the interval has not 
changed the British Government’s desire 
for a mutual settlement of the differences. 


The Duration of the Conference. 


Though it is somewhat early to suggest 
the possible duration of the Ottawa Con- 
ference, yet there may be an indication 
in Mr. Baldwin’s tentative arrangements 
to sail for home a fortnight hence. Per- 
haps he will have to extend his visit to 
Canada if matters have not progressed 
sufficiently within that period, but, in any 
case, he intends to embark immediately 
the Conference ends. He will not join 
the delegates, therefore, in their projected 
excursion to the Canadian Rockies. Air. 
Baldwin already has enjoyed that in- 
teresting trip, and important matters cal] 
for his presence in London. It was esti- 
mated commonly that the Conference 
would last three weeks, and that period is 
on the point of expiring.

_The Ministry’s proposals were that the 
men should resume work on this morning, 
on the basis’ operating before the com- 
pany’s short-time proposals came into 
effect ; that the men lose one week's work 
in every four; that the scheme remain in 
force for eight weeks, and that after six 
weeks’ experience of the working of this 
arrangement the men and company should 
again meet in conference. 

The original proposals of the company, 
which led to the strike. were that the men 
lose one week's work in every three, with- 
out any indication how long that arrange- 
mént should last. 

During Saturday's meeting a deputation 
of the men waited on Colonel Glover, the 
Works Superintendent, and heard from 
him that the company had declined the 
propasals of the Ministry. This decision 
was reported to the meeting, and the re- 
solution given above was then passed. 

As the company have declined the pro- 
posals the strike will continue, and may 
possibly extend.

If this 
rise in wheat, which would Le a great boon 
to the Canadian West, liappened to 
coincide with the granting of a preference 
in the British market, credit might be 
expected to accrue to the Bennett Ministry 
among the prairie grain growers. 


CANADA’S ATTITUDE. 


The attitude of Canada is, therefore, 
clearly. not. one of..stubborn negation 
towards all suggestions that the original 
proposals require improvement before they 
can be regarded as acceptable by the 
British delegation. Already representa- 
tions about the complete inadequacy of the 
proposed changes in the iron and stcel 
schedules from the British point of view 
have produced a promise of adjustments 
which will materially improve their value 
to the British manufacturers.

MR. DE VALERA DEFIED 
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EXPECTED TO-DAY

MAY SEEK FRESH 
RUNWAY.

EAVY head-winds, which would have 
made the flight from London to 
Dublin unnecessarily long, caused Mr. J. 
A. Mollison, who is to fly the Atlantic to 
New York from Portmarnock Strand. Co. 
Dublin, within the next ten days, to post- 
pone his crossing from Stag Lane Aero- 
drome, London, to Dublin until to-day. 
Mr. and Mrs, Mollison spent the week- 
end in London. 

In anticipation of his arrival many 
members of the Irish Aero Club gathered 
at Baldonnel Aerodrome to greet Mr. Mol- 
lison and his wife, who was to have flown 
over in her own machine, and after a 
wait of several hours they returned home 
disappointed. 

Once he arrives Mr. “Mollison will make 
immediate preparations for his Atlantic 
flight. It is probable that he may make 
a flying cruise over the West Coast of Ire- 
land in search of a strand more suitable 
for his take-off than Portmarnock, but a 
prominent Irish pilot assured me on 
Saturday that it was unlikely Mr. Mol- 
lison would find any better rdnway. 

Full-weight trials will take place from 
Portmarnock. Stag Lane Aerodrome, which 
adjoins the De Havilland works, where 
the special Puss Moth aeroplane was 
built, proved too small for the machine 
to get into the air with a full weight of 
petrol on board, and it was decided to 
leave these trials over until the aeroplane 
arrives in Ireland. If . these. tests are 
satisfactory, I understand that one or two 
emergency tanks, holding about twenty- 
five gallons of petrol each, may be fitted ; 
but this is entirely dependent on the per- 
formance of the aircraft when fully laden 
with petrol in its present tankage.

CLAIM RE-AFFIRMED TO

MR. THOMAS REMAINS 
UNPERTURBED.

SUDDEN and dramatic sequel to the 
fs arrest of Dan Malone, a young Irish- 
man, on suspicion that he intended to 
attempt to assassinate Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
is a statement issued by the Canadian 
Labour Defence League, alleging that the 
whole affair is a ‘‘frame-up”’ by the 
Canadian police. 

- Malone is being detained here on a 
technical charge of vagrancy, consequent 
on reports that he intended to shoot the 
Dominions Secretary. The Labour Defence 
League asserts that the Ottawa police 
engineered the case, against him during a 
demonstration by unemployed in Ottawa 
last week, and that the police deposited a 
revolver on the running board of the motor 
car 'iin which Malone was driving. 

The League declares that ‘two persons 
saw a policeman drop the revolver, and 
says that it, will assist Malone in his de- 
fence. The young man was arrested when 
in bed at .his rooms at the request of 
Major-General MacBrien, commander of 
thé Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 


POLICE DENTAL. 


The Ottawa police have issned an in- 
dignant denial to the allegation of the 
Canadian Labour Defence League, that the 
arrest of Dan Malone, on a charge of 
attempting to murder Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
was a mere frame-up on the part of the 
police. 

The statement adds that Malone was 
arrested in Ottawa last week, after the un- 
employed demonstration, but was imme- 
diately released. 

The Free State delegation to the Im- 
erial Conference have no knowledge of 
Malone, who is alleged by the police to 
have sworn to assassinate Mr. Thomas on 
account of the part he played in the recent 
Anglo-Irish talks with President de 
Valera. 

Meanwhile Mr. Thomas is treating the 
whole affair as a joke. 


SPECIAL GUARD. 


Alleged Sinn Fein plots to assassinate 
Mr. Thomas have recently been featured 
in the Canadian Press, and shortly after 
he arrived at Ottawa it was announced 
that he was being guarded by detectives. 
A Scotland Yard detective was specially 
detailed to keep an eye on the Dominions 
Secretary, who was said to dislike the pre- 
cautions which had been taken for his 
safety. 

The arrival of a number of mounted 
police at Hamilton, which was being 
visited by an advance party of the dele 

ates who are going to the opening of the 
Welland Canal, revived a rumour that 
Mr. Thomas would not be appearing at 
the civic luncheon. It was stated, quit? 
erroneously, by sensation-mongers that he 
had. got off the train and “ gone into 
hiding.” It turned out that he was then 
in Ottawa. 

The Dominion police guarded the route 
of the Imperial Conference delegates 
from Hamilton to Niagara Falls, and 
several arrests of suspicious persons have 
been made at Hamilton.

| revolt, and would relieve him of any necessity 
for, making known his personal position upon 
the liquor question, | : 


CONFLICTING COUNSELS. 

Other friends of the President, more fearful 
of driving away the “wet” rather than the 
“dry ” vote, are urging upon Mr. Hoover a 
distinctly contrary course, They want him 
to agsure the country in his election address 
that the Republican prohibition plank wil! 
bring about repeal far sooner than will that 
of the Democrats. 

Such a declaration as that would make Mr. 
Hoover far more of a “wet” than has any 
utterance that has come from him ‘since he 
first became a candidate for the Presideticy. 
And, manifestly, that: is why this second 
group of advisers want him to make it. 

Exactly what line the President will 
eventually take on prohibition.no one of those 
around him seems to know. It is not impro- 
bable that he is as yet undecided in his own 
mind whether it is possible or advisable for 
hiin to “straddle” upon the issue, appealing 
for “dry” support in one section, as in 1928, 
and for “' wet support in another. 

Certain it is that what he may say upon 
this subject is of greater interest in all 
quarters than what he may say upon any or 
upon all others put together. 


“DRYS” HOLD BACK. 

The professional ‘‘ drys’’, are holding back, 
for the most part, to await. Mr. Hoover's 
spe proclamation on prohibition. Senator 

orah has let it be known that he is with- 
holding his suppert of the President until he 
has learned from the Chief Executive whether 
he has absolutely deserted the “ dry ” cause. 

“Wet' Republicans by the thousands are 
no jess impatient to know. whether Mr. 
Hoover takes his stand upon the modification 
plank in his platform or whether he swings 
back to the position he took when he ae 
mitted the Wickersham report to Congress. 

In his message transmitting that report: he 
came ut flatly against repeal of the 
ighteenth Amendment; against any modifi- 
cation of the Volstead Act, and against sacri- 
ficing any of the “gains” which prohibition 
had given the country. 


HAS HE CHANGED HIS MIND? 

The position of the organised ‘‘drys’’ in the 
present situation is the more embarrassing. 
They are eager to rush to the side of Mr. 
Hoover if by any line or gesture he reassures 
them that he has not changed his mind upon 
prohibition. 

These ‘‘drys’’ do not, like his platform. It 
is not as “wet” as that of the Democrats, but 
it is far from satisfactory to the men and 
women who-felt they had a faithful apostle in 
Mr. Hoover four years ago, three years ago, 
or even three morths ago. 

But should the President proclaim the fact 
that prohibition is not properly an issue upon 
which a presidential campaign should be 
waged and that it is not a question which in 
any sense ought to divide the two great 
political parties, letting the matter. go at that, 
the “drys,”” it is believed, would support him 
asain,
